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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


During the past year New Hampshire faced the greatest forest 
fire threat to its woodlands in more than sixty years. The continued 
drought brought home to our citizens, as never before, the potential 
threat of destructive fires to their beautiful and valuable forests, 
homes and livelihood. In true American tradition of meeting a com- 
mon threat by volunteer effort, this fire danger was minimized by 
active prevention, patrol and a relinquishing of personal rights for 
the common good. It was the greatest demonstration of public coop- 
eration ever experienced by those responsible for local and state fire 
control. The ready forces of volunteer fire services kept losses low. 
For their effort and public response the general fire service expresses 
its heartfelt thanks for a job well done. 

‘Prevention however, is not just an activity for the bad fire years. 
It must be practiced until it becomes a part of our public conscience 
-— a habit. Just plain carelessness with fire causes too many of our 
fires. 

The following practices and suggestions will help: 

1. Always have a permit for outdoor burning and burn within 
the terms of the permit and in a safe place. Burn late in the 
efternoon when the wind is down or on rainy or damp days. 
Check your fire and if winds develop extinguish it promptly. 

. Carry your rubbish to the public dump — it’s safer. A ne- 
glected backyard incinerator causes many fires. 

3. Never discard lighted cigarette or match. Make this a year 
round habit regardless of the safety of your surroundings. 

4. Children caused fires are now a major concern. Keep matches 
away from them and teach them to respect fire and not make 
it a subject of play. 

Let’s all join with ‘Smokey the Bear” and ‘Keep New Hampshire 

Green” and growing in 1964.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Goshen-Lempster Coop- 
erative School District, I herewith submit my annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools: 


TEACHING STAFF 


We were very fortunate to be able to start our new school year 
(Sept. 1963) with our entire teaching staff returning to the Goshen- 
Lempster School. This has been a very satisfactory year in many re- 
spects. We have been very pleased with the manner in which Mr. 
Miller has accepted his responsibilities as Prinicpal of the school. He 
has done a good job in organizing the building. We have appreciated 
the good work, loyalty, and cooperation of the other members of the 
staff. Mrs. Newman as usual was assigned to the primary room, Mrs. 
Starkey to grades 3 and 4, Mrs. Morrissey to grades 5 and 6, and the 
Principal is assigned to the upper grades. 


CAFETERIA 


Mrs. Wesley Witham is completing her first year as cafeteria 
cook. We commend her on the quality of food prepared and the ex- 
cellent meals which have been served. As time goes on, we are finding 
it increasingly difficult to provide this school service, on a self sup- 
porting basis. The hot lunch program of course is of great benefit 
to the children. All children, who have wished to do so have had an 
opportunity to take advantage of this service. Monthly shipments of 
Government Surplus Foods have helped to finance the program, and 
enable us to serve meals at a minimum cost to the child. 


SCHOOL ENROLLMENT, 1963

It is expected that we will have thirteen new pupils entering the 
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first grade next year. (September 1964) With only seven pupils grad- 
uating our total enrollment in the fall will be increased to a total 
of 128 pupils. This will give us an average room assignment of 32 
pupils to a teacher. Such a teaching load is entirely too heavy for a 
person with multiple grades in each room. This building was designed 
for a maximum of 120 pupils. We are already over-capacity and our 
utility room is not adequate to seat our pupils for lunches, or assembly 
programs. 


MAINTENANCE 


Mr. Wesley Witham has done fine work as janitor of our school 
again this year. The teachers and administrators are very appreciative 
of the manner in which the building has been maintained. During the 
summer vacation, the entire building was cleaned and the floors waxed. 
This work is considered part of our annual maintenance program. 


SUPERINTENDENTS’ RECOMMENDATION 


1. That the school District give serious thought to providing trans- 
portation to high school. This service would help to eliminate drop- 
outs, and insure more regular attendance at school. 


2. That moneys be provided in the budget for an addition to the 
building to include the following: 


1. Additional toilet facilities 
2. One new classroom 


3. Enlargement of the cafeteria room and kitchen 


We are over crowded now in all our classes, the utility room is 
not adequate for school and public affairs, and we are in dire need 
of additional toilet facilities. 


3. That we give serious consideration to the employment of a 
part-time musi¢c supervisor as part of our enrichment program. 


4. That we give support to the matter of a Special Class for Re- 
tarded children, to be organized and financed on a Union Basis.

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GOSHEN-LEMPSTER SCHOOL 
PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


Before submitting my second annual report as principal of the 
Goshen-Lempster Cooperative School I would like to add a postscript 
to last year’s annual report. 


First I would like to say that the eighth grade orientation trip 
to the Newport Junior High School was a great success, and we will 
hold another for this year’s class. 


We also held a very successful Book Fair; the proceeds of which 
added over 125 books to our room libraries. We are especially thank- 
ful for the generous donations from the Susie B. Hurd Fund and also 
from the Goshen Parents Club. 


The seventh and eighth grades also made a very successful trip 
to Concord. The highlight of this trip was the meeting with Governor 
King and an observation of the legislature in action. 


Finally, a pleasant year was ended by a lively graduation with 
Mr. Edward DeCourcy as the principal speaker. 


Incidentally, the members of the class of 1963 are now doing well 
at the Junior High School with three members placing on the honor 
roll in the first marking period. 


This year has progressed very smoothly because of the excellent 
work being done by my fellow teachers Mrs. Starkey, Mrs. Newman 
and Mrs. Morrissey. Without the background provided by these teach- 
ers, we would have no honor students to take pride in. 


We have a new program of instrumental music which has gotten 
off to a fine start under the direction of Mr. Robert Howard. We have 
ten children taking various instruments, and they are progressing very 
well. We hope to give a performance in the near future. 


We have been very fortunate in securing the services of Mrs. 
Florence Witham who has kept our hot lunch program up to its former 
high standards. 


The new science table is also deeply appreciated. It is being used 
a great deal and gives the children an opportunity to try the experi- 
ments presented in their texts. 


There is one situation at our school that I feel needs to be remedied. 
This is the ever-increasing crowding of the classrooms which is causing 
split grades and three-grade rooms, with a consequent lowering of 
individual attention. The over-crowding will also soon be evident in 
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a disproportionate increase in wear and tear on the building itself. 
One proposal now being offered for your consideration is the addition 
of another room and another set of toilets. In addition to this, there 
is a need of an expansion of the present lunchroom in order to accom- 
modate a larger assembly. 


If we acquire these additions, the set-up of the school will change 
from its present form: 


1. The two lower rooms will become ungraded classrooms with 
various levels ranging from first to third grade. This will enable the 
teachers to impart a good background before passing the child on. 

2. There will be two combination rooms for the middle grades. 
(These would be fourth-fifth and sixth-seventh). 


3. Finally, there will be a separate eighth grade room for in- 
tensive remedial work where necessary and final preparation for high 
school. 


It is my belief that the introduction of this system, with the nec- 
essary building addition, would greatly improve the general standard 
of our school. 


I would like to conclude this report with a final word of thanks 
to the Campbells and Mr. Witham, Miss Maclver, and those others 
whose services contribute to the welfare and smooth organization of 
our school. 


I would also like to express my gratitude to Mr. Stickney, the 
School Board and other members of this district with whom this past 
year’s association has been very pleasant.

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SCHOCL NURSE’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Goshen and Lempster I here- 


with submit my eleventh annual report as school nurse. 


One hundred and twenty-one vision tests were done. Eight defects 


were noted and reported. Seven children had vision corrections made. 


One hundred and seventeen hearing tests were done on a screen- 
ing basis. Out of this number of tests seven full audiograms were done. 
Two children gave evidence of impaired hearing. Medical examination 
showed that removal of tonsils and adenoids was indicated in both 


cases. This was done and hearing restored. 


One hundred and sixteen children were weighed, measured and 


checked for any noticeable abnormality. 


Twenty-five children attended and were treated at the Dental 
Clinic which is sponsored yearly by the Parents’ Club with the assist- 
ance of the State Department of Health. 


Because of the Polio Epidemic in Canada last fall we again of- 
fered Sabin Type III to those who had not received it previously. You 
may recall that Type III was the controversial type at the time the 
Vaccine was first offered. Fifty-seven school children, nine adults and 


seven preschool children received the Vaccine in October. 


Tuberculin ‘Patch Testing was done again this year. One hundred 
and seventeen school children and three adults received the Patch Test. 
All readings were negative and no referrals were made to the Diag- 
nostic Chest Clinics. A positive reading indicates a person has had a 
direct contact at some time with the organism causing Tuberculosis 


and that a follow-up chest x-ray should be done. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank all of you for your 


support and interest in the Health program.

ified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Goshen-Lempster Coopera- 
tive School in Lempster on the twenty-first of March, 1964, at 12:00 
Noon, to act upon Articles 1 and 2; the meeting to be recessed and open- 
ed again at two o’clock in the afternoon, to act upon the remaining 


articles in the Warrant (Articles 3 through 11): 
1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 


2. To choose one member of the School Board for the ensuing 
five years. 


3. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in relation to 
any subjects embraced in this warrant. 


4. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, or of- 
ficers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


5. ‘To determine and approve the salaries of the School Board and 
fix the compensation of any other officers or agents of the district. 


6. To see what sum of money the district will raise and appro- 
priate for the support of schools, for the salaries of school district
